POINTS IN CATTLE FEEDING 


The Ontario experiment station 
after emeful consideration considers 
the following points well established 
in reference to cattle feeding: 

Calves fed on skim milk make much 
cheaper beef than those fed on whole 
mik. Young cattle need a bulky food 
that is easily digested. 

Calves fed on forcing rations the 
first year give unsatisfactory results 
the second year. The daily gain in 
weight grows less as cattle grow older, 
Steers matured and marketed at two 
years old give 30 per cent, more profit 
than if kept till three.

reserving the prairiechicken I should 
he obliged if you could find rom in 
your paper fora few remarks on the 
subject. I think I am correct in say- 
ing that it has been suggested at dif- 
ferent times to have two or three close 
seasOnhe of u year each, Personally | 
don’t think that would work very well. 
I have no doubt there are plenty of 
people who are fond of sport, who 
would keep it to the letter; but again 
I fear there are plenty who would not; 
and on the whole in a large area of 
country like ours I am afraid it would 
be hard to enforce, unless there were 
properly paid guardians or the police 
patrol had the power to see the law 
was carried out, 

As faras can be seen in this district 
the change from the first of September 
to the 15th as opening day, has certain- 
ly been a step in the tight direction. 


many more birds this season, and 
at the present time I continually mect 
large pecks of birds where there was 
not one last year, Seeing the 
last change has answered so well, if any 
further is considered necessary,

for getting a couple of brace in that 
way, than double the number when 
they lieclose in grass and fly out be- 
fore him wan easy shot”, I fear, sit, I 
am taking up too much of your valu- 
able space, and I only add that during 
the last 18 months I had several con- 
versations on the subject with that 
good Sportsman the late Mr. Thomas 
Stone and his ideas were identical 
with mine. In conclusion, if the 
chicken require further protection 
alter the opening season to Ist October 
for say two years, the sportsmen will 
still get their shooting, and I don’t 
hesitate to say the steck of game will 
materially increase.

WRECKED 


SAD ACCIDENT TO THE GHI- 


CAGO EXPRESS 
PLUNGED INTO A RIVER 


Spain and the United States Squabbling 
Over Cuba Ministers Returning to 


Ottawa—New Evidence in the 
Leutgart Case. 
New York, October 28. The Chi- 


cago special express train No. 10, on 
the New York Central, due here at 
7.30 yesterday morning, struck a land 
or rock slide a mile and a half below 
Garrison station, about six o'clock and 
was plunged 1 intothe Hudson 
river. The whole train with the 
exception of two cars, left the track. 
The engine, baggage car, two couches 
and two sleepers, are either all or 
1 submerged, The engineer and 
ireman were killed outright. It is 
estimated that 50 others lost their lives 
including 20 Chinamen. Twenty-six 
of the injured passengers were taken 
to Poughkepsie,and engineer J. Foyle, 
fireman J. Thompson, Conductor 
Harriss were in charge of the train at 
the time of the shocking accident,

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MUNICIPAL POLITICS 


In a few weeks the citizens of 
Calgary will be again called upon 
to nominate a mayor and nine 
aldermen to serve the public weal 
for the coming 12 months. For the 
past two or three years the 
election of a city council has been 
a er perfunctory pertormance. 
Whether the public or the can- 
didates are to be blamed we know 
not but it is certain that there has 
been at late elections no live civic 
programme to discuss and little or 
no intelligent choice of city 
governors. In Tue HERALD's 
opinion the onus for the prevailing 
* must be placed on the 
shoulders of some of the largest 
— rty owners and leading 

usiness men who have in the 
immediate past resolutely blinded 
themselves to public duty, declined 
to take their jusc share of respon- 
sibility and left the weighty 
affairs of state to whatever fate 
might overtake them. 

he questions of the coming 
election cannot be too soon taken 
up and gone into. Prominent 
among them is thatof the water 
works. The present contract with 
the city expires early in ‘99 and 
the council of next year will 
robably have to deal with it. It 
imperative that the ratepayers 
should bestir themselves to select 
a council with sufficient stamina 
to sev the city placed in a more 
favorable position in regard to 
this matter. Both as individuals 
and as a corporation we are 
paying very large sums for our 
water supply. The water rate in 
fact is almost prohibitive and 
though the company’s water is as 
pure as could be desired and its 
system capable of supplying the 
whole city the fact that probably 
more than half the population 
today is drinking well water more 
or less impure and germ laden is a 
striking commentary on our 
failure to properly govern our- 
selves ns un city. It rests with next 
year's council to say whether this 
state of affairs snall continue and 
whether the ratepayers shall have 
to dig as deep into their jeans for 
their water in the future as they 
have in the past. 

Closely associated with the 
water 11 is the sewerage 
system, which is by no means what 
it ought to be. It would be 
interesting to know how many 
buildings are connected with the 
sewers as compared with tho-e 
which are not, and tc what extent 
the benefits of the system are 
counteracted by the enormous 
quantity of sewerage that is 
allowed to soak into the earth, 
polluting wells and breeding a 
vigorouscrop of microbes, 

he light question is another 
important item. While groceries, 
clothing, 1ents and other expenses 
of living have been gradually 
falling, water and light are still 
up to the old boom rates. These 
are things it is well within the 
power of the municipality to 
control. The question of civic 
ownership of the lighting «and 
water franchises is one that might 
well be made an issue in the 
coming elections, 

Another serious question is the 
amendment of the city charter by 
lowering the property gualifica- 
tions of aldermen, Though mooted 
last year this had to be dropped 
through lack of time. This year 
something might be done. As the 
law now stands a citizen who 
happens to own a score ot vacant 
lots in the suburbs or elsewhere is 
elizible fora seat in the council, 
while the man who has invested 
all his money ina large stock of 
merchandise or a manufacturing 
industry is disqualitied. A man 
may be a heavy ratepayer and an 
employer of labor on a large scale 
and yet debarred by the property 
clause in the city charter from 
taking part in the management of 
the city's business. Ilis interest 
in the town may be ten times 
greater than that of his employee 
who owns a cottage and lot, and 
yet the employee is eligible for 
election and the employer is not. 
This is an insane anomaly that 
should be wiped out as quickly as 
possible and the present council is 
the proper authority to tuke the 
necessary steps in order that the 
Assembly may amend the charter 
at its coming session. 


ALDERMANIC DISCOURTESY 

There seems to be asad lack of 
ordinary politeness in the city 
council, Some two months ago a 
request was made of the council 
by a public meeting for assistance 
towards publishing a pamphiet on 
the overland route to the Yukon. 


It was filed, shelved, or !aid on (or 
under) the table, until next 
| meeting and that was the end of 
it. The council did not think it 
necessary either to refuse or 
grantthe request. Shortly after- 
wards representations were made 
to them with a view of purchasing 
a number of copies of Tun Hun- 
ALD'S Clondike edision for free dis- 
tribution. This was referred to the 
Finance Committee (Alderman 
Cameron chairman) for their 
report, but although two meetings 
have since been held the Finance 
Committee has not seen fit to 
report favorably or unfavorably. 
Common courtesy might suggest 
to the minds of these gentlemen, 
particularly the chairman of the 
Finance Committee, who has these 
matters in hand, that a business 
letter cails for a business answer, 
A city council can no more afford 
to be impolite than a professional 
man. We mention the matter 
only because more than one com- 
plaint of similar discourtesy has 
reached us, and in the hope that it 
may not be necessary to call 
attention to it again. 


A SLAP AT CALGARY 

Edmonton Bulletin; The Chicago 
party who arrived on Thursday bound 
tor the Yukon say that they have 
saved a large percentage by pur 
chasing their supplies at Edmonton 
rather than at other points, For 
patent flour they were asked §3_ in 
Chicago, $3.25 at Calgary and $2.25 at 
Edmonton. On bacon the price was 
10% in Chicago, 123 in Calgary and 
10} in Edmonton, On other articles 
the difference was even greater, On 
their whole outfit they consider they 
saved 20 per cent by purchasing in Ed- 
monton, The nanies are H. Heider, 
Chas. Wilson, John Greene, John 
Lancaster, Frank Rief and Andrew 
Greene, all from Chicago. 

The above is not only mislead- 
ing but a dishonest way of getting 
u slap at Calgary. The editor who 
published it yon at the time that 
if not absolutely untrue it was put 
in sucha way as to grossily mis- 
lead the public. In the first place 
the Chicago party mentioned were 
only in Calgary between the ar- 
rival of the express from the east 
and the departure of the Edmon- 
ton train at 8 o'clock a. m. They 
couid not have had time to get 
prices, aad as a matter of fact all 
the city mercbants deny ever hav- 
ing been asked for prices by the 
party in question. 

As to the comparison of prices of 
flour the Bulletin man knows, if he 
knows anything, that there are 
several different grades of flour. 
The price he quotes, $3.25, is the 
ordinary retail price in Calgary ot 
the very finest grade of imported 
Hungarian, In quantities such 
as Yukon parties would require it 
can be supplied at $3 or lower. 
Cheaper grades, such as Strong 
Bakers. can be supplied from $2 
up. When Mr. Oliver with his 
little Bulletin seeks no create the 
impression that the best grade of 
Patent. Hungarian, or anything 
equxl to it, can be bought in Kd- 
monton for $2.25 a sack he is pub 
lishing whatis not true, and to 
that extent is guilty of dishonest 
journalism. 

Practically the same remarks 
apply to bacon, The bacon that 
is sold in Calgary at l2le is long 
clear smoked, and will keep fora 
year or more in auy kind of 
weather. The Clondiker who pro- 
visiooed himself for twelve 
months with 10c bacon would be 
likely before the expiration of 
that time tocurse both the man 
who sold it and the newspaper 
that advised him to buy it. Ten 
cents a pound isthe price of dry 
salted sides, which for keeping 
qualities and the purposes of a 
1,200 mile trip cannot be compar- 
ed with first class smoked bacon— 
the kind thatis soldin Calgary. 
Mr. Oliver should remember that 
he is M. P. for Alberta, as weil as 
editor of the Edmonton Bulletin, 
and not allow his jealousy of Cal- 
gary, laudable though it may be 
from un Edmonton standpoint, to 
warp his judgment to such an ex- 
tent as to publish misleading and 
untrue statements to the dispar- 
agement of Calgary business in- 
terests. Calgary is not given to 
boasting, but some of its citizens 
are wondering whether the fac 
that some of the largest Clondike 
parties of the season have bought 
their supplies here at lower prices 
than they could buy at Edmonton 
has anything to do with the Ed- 
monton Bulletin’s untruthful 
break. We notice, by the way, in 
the Bulletin a paragraph stating 
that the price of pack horses at 
Edmonton is $20, Clondikers 
might be interested in knowing 
that thev can be purchased in Cal- 
gary at $7 to 815 each, Tre Hun- 
ALD has no desire either to get 
into, or encourage, a business 
fight, or a rate-cutting war, be- 
tween the two leading towns of 
Alberta; there is plenty of busi- 
ness for both; but the Edmonton 

Julletin is hereby notified that its 
misleading statements will not be 
allowed to pass unchecked. 


BIG PROFITS AND SMALL 
SALARIES 


When Tun HERALD some time 
ago ventnred to call down the 
General Manager of the Bank of 
Montreal for giving a particularly 
blue report on Canadian business 
while announcing a 12 per cent 
dividend to the wealthy share- 
holders of the bank, wrath 
descended upon us from more than 
one quarter, Notwithstanding 
critics, however, our ini 
were unchanged, We had nothing 
to take back, Now comes the 
Winnipeg Free Press with an 
article along the same line andin 
which the ideas advanced at that 
time by Tuk HeRALp are enforced. 
Says the Free Press, commenting

“It came out in evidence that 
Ponton’s salary was $48 per 
month. He was teller in the bank's 
branch at Napanee, a ition of 
great responsibility, and that was 
the miserable pittance given him 
in the name of salary. banks 
expect to get good character, skill, 
intelligence, and trustworthiness 
for $48 a month? Human nature 
in bank clerks is much the same, 
we suppose, as in others. The 
want their pleasures, and on suc 
salaries as Ponton got it is easy to 
live beyond their income, And 
when a young man does that he 
gets, probably for the first time, 
into the toils of temptation In 
these cases it is by no means sure 
that all the responsibility is_with 
the young men themselves. ere 
will be many to say, as they reflect 
on the evidence inthe Ponton case, 
that no bank need expect to be 
well served on such a salary. That 
is u feature in which the public as 
well as the bank are interested. 
The public may go further and 
say that the banks are making 
money; that they are not only 
paying large dividends to their 
shareholders but extra tonuses as 
well, and while doing this they 
keep their clerks on wretched 
salaries and expect them to 
faichful and diligent.”

A PROPER AGITATION 


One of the most objectionable 
features of Canadian law ai 
present is the ease with which 
ereditors can be swindled. The 
seriou; need for athorongh insol- 
vency§ law is oneffthat has been 
long felt and frequently com- 
mented upon, and the Toronto 
Globe deserves credit for the 
agitation it has commenced to 
secure the passing of an act at the 
next session. The existing state 
of affairs,” says the Globe, is not 
such as to promote that business 
probity which is, after all, the life 
blood of commerce. The dishonest 
trader finds it easy to defraud his 
creditors and not only to defraud 
his creditors but to injure by 
unfair and unhealthy competition, 
the trader who is striving to pay 
100 cents on the dollar. The ease, 
with which the insolvent can 
obtain a discharge by compro- 
mising at probably ove third or 
one-quarter of his indebtedness ; 
the anxiety of creditors to have 
something, however little, trom 
the wreck: and the eagerness of 
wholesalers to sell goods, irrespec- 
tive of the purchaser's ability to 
pay for them have contributed to 
the laxity in business morality 
which manifests itself ina few of 
the failures daily reported.“ The 
remedy cannot come too quickly.

Planting Shade Trees 

The Farmers’ Institute f al 
Glen Allan placed the estimate thet a 
farm havi 100 shade trees well ar: 
ranged would sell for $500 more than 
a similar farm along-side without the 
trees, other improvements being the 
aue. Where young trees can be found 
not more than a mile from the place 
needed, 100 trees can be selected, dug, 
trimmed and planted for $5 if the work 
had to be hired, but most farmers are 
strong-headed enough to plant 100 trevs 
every spring. 

Possible injuries: 

1. Where planted too thickly so as to 
form a windstop, which is not désirnble, 
a free circulation of sir might be pre 
vented and thus encourage insect apd 
fungous growth, 

2. Encroachment: adjacent crops will 
certainly be injured, but a good wind- 
break or line of ornamental trees are 
well worth the land they occupy
